Section 5. The Toll H ghway Act is anmended by changing
Sections 10, 11, 17, and 27.1 and by adding Sections 8.1,
9.65, 16.2, and 20.2 as foll ows:

Sec. 8.1. | nspector Ceneral.

(a) The Governor must, with the advice and consent of

the Senate, appoint an Inspector General for the purpose of

detection, deterrence, and prevention of fraud, corruption,

and nismanagenment in the Authority. The |Inspector General

shall serve a 2-year term If no successor is appointed and

qualified wupon the expiration of the Inspector CGeneral's

term the Ofice of Inspector General is deemed vacant and

the powers and duties wunder this Section may be exercised

only by an appointed and qualified interimlnspector GCeneral

until a successor I nspector General is appointed and

qual i fi ed. |f the General Assenbly is not in session when a

vacancy in the Ofice of |Inspector General occurs, the

Governor nay appoint an interimlnspector General whose term

shall expire 2 weeks after the next reqularly schedul ed

sessi on day of the Senate.

(b) The Inspector GCeneral shall have the follow ng

qualifications:

(1) has not been convicted of any felony under the

laws of this State, another State, or the United States;

(2) has earned a baccalaureate deqree from an

institution of higher education; and

(3) has either (A 5 or nore years of service wth
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a federal, State, or |local |aw enforcenent agency, at

least 2 vyears of which have been in a progressive

i nvestigatory capacity:; (B) 5 or nore years of service as

a federal, State, or local prosecutor; or (C 5 or nore

vears of service as a seni or nanager or executive of a

federal, State, or |ocal agency.

(c) The |Inspector GCeneral may review, coordinate, and

reconmend net hods and procedures to increase the integrity of

the Authority. The Inspector General nust report directly to

t he Governor.

(d) In addition to the authority otherwi se provided by

this Section, but only when investigating the Authority, its

enpl oyees, or their actions for fraud, corruption, or

m smanagenent, the | nspector General is authorized:

(1) To have access to all records, reports, audits,

reviews, docunents, papers, recommendations, or other

materials available that rel ate to pr ogr ans and

operations with respect to which the Inspector General

has responsibilities under this Section.

(2) To nmke any investigations and reports relating

to the adm nistration of the prograns and operations of

the Authority that are, in the judgnent of the | nspector

CGCeneral, necessary or desirable.

(3) To request any infornation or assistance that

may be necessary for carrying out the duties and

responsibilities provided by this Section fromany |ocal,

State, or federal governnental agency or unit thereof.

(4) To issue subpoenas subject to the advance

approval of the Attorney Ceneral, and to conpel the

attendance of witnesses for purposes of testinpny and the

production of docunents and other itens for inspection

and copying. If a person has petitioned a court of

conpetent jurisdiction in Cook County, Sanganpn County,

or any county where the subpoena is sought to be enforced
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for a protective order or to quash or nodify the

subpoena, then this Section does not apply during the

pendency of t he court proceedings concerning the

petition. A person duly subpoenaed f or t esti nony,

docunents, or other itens who neqglects or refuses to

testify or produce docunents or other itens under the

requi renents of the subpoena shall be subject to

puni shnent as nay be deternined by a court of conpetent

jurisdiction, wunless (i) the testinpny, docunents, or

other itens are covered by the attorney-client privileqge

or any other privilege recognized by lawor (ii) the

testi nbny, docunents, or other itens concern t he

representati on of enployees and the negotiation of

coll ective bargai ni ng agreenents by a | abor organi zati on

aut hori zed and recogni zed under the Illinois Public Labor

Rel ati ons Act to be t he excl usi ve bar gai ni ng

representatives of enployees of the State agency. Nothing

in this Section limts a person's right to protection

against self-incrimnation wunder the Fifth Arendnent of

the United States Constitution or Article I, Section 10,

of the Constitution of the State of Illinois.

(5) To have direct and pronpt access to the Board

of Directors of the Authority for any purpose pertaining

to the performance of functions and responsibilities

under this Secti on.

(f) The Inspector General may receive and investigate

complaints or infornmation froman enployee of the Authority

concerning the possible existence of an activity constituting

a violation of |aw, rul es, or requl ations; m smanagenent ;

abuse of authority:; or substantial and specific danger to the

public health and safety. The Inspector General shall have

the discretion to determine the appropriate means of

investigation as pernmitted by |aw and as approved in advance

by the Attorney General. Any enployee who knowingly files a
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false complaint or files a conplaint with reckl ess di sregard

for the truth or the falsity of the facts wunderlying the

conplaint may be subject to discipline.

The |Inspector GCeneral may not, after receipt of a

conplaint or information from an enployee, disclose the

identity of the enpl oyee wi thout the consent of the enpl oyee.

Any enmpl oyee who has the authority to recommend or

approve any personnel action or to direct others to recommend

or approve any personnel action may not, with respect to that

authority, take or threaten to take any action agai nst any

enpl oyee as a reprisal for making a conplaint or disclosing

information to the |Inspector General, unless the conpl aint

was made or the informati on di sclosed with the know edge that

it was false or with w I ful disregard for its truth or

falsity.

(g) The | nspect or CGener al nust adopt rules, in
accordance with the provisions of the Illinois Adm nistrative
Procedure Act, est abl i shing mnimum _ requirenents for

initiating, conducti ng, and conpleting i nvestigations. The

rules nust establish criteria for determ ning, based upon the

nature of the allegation, the appropri ate met hod of

i nvestigation, which may include, but is not linmted to, site

visits, telephone contacts, personal interviews, or requests

for witten responses. The rules nust also clarify how the

Ofice of the |Inspector Ceneral shall interact with other

local, State, and federal | aw enforcenent investigations.

Any enpl oyee of the Authority subject to investigation or

inquiry by the |nspector Gener al or any agent or

representative of the |Inspector General shall have the right

to be notified of the right to renmain silent during the

investigation or inquiry and the right to be represented in

the investigation or inquiry by a representative of a | abor

organi zation that is the exclusive collective bargaining

representative of enployees of the Authority. Any such
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i nvestigation or inquiry nust be conducted in conpliance with

the provisions of a collective bargaining agreenent that

applies to the enpl oyees of the Authority. Any recommendati on

for discipline or any action taken against any enpl oyee by

the I nspector General or any representative or agent of the

| nspector Gener al must conply with the provisions of the

coll ective bargai ni ng agreenent that applies to the enpl oyee.

(h) The Inspector General shall provide to the Authority

and the General Assenbly a sunmary of reports and

investigations nmade under this Section for the previous

fiscal year no later than January 1 of each vyear. The

summari es shall detail the final disposition of the | nspector

CGeneral's recommendations. The sunmmaries shall not contain

any confidential or identifying information concerning the

subjects of the reports and investigations. The sunmmaries

shall also include detailed, recomended adm ni strative

actions and matters for consideration by the General

Assenbl y
(i) The Ofice of the |Inspector GCeneral shall be
represented in all legal natters by the Attorney Ceneral.

Aut hority shall use concrete nasonry bl ocks to construct al

sound barriers along any portion of the toll hi ghway system

that is constructed on or after the effective date of ¢this

anendatory Act of the 93rd General Assenbly.

Sec. 10. The Authority shall have power:

(a) To pass resolutions, make by-laws, rules and
regul ations for the managenent, regulation and control of its
affairs, and to fix tolls, and to nake, enact and enforce al

needful rules and regulations in connection W th t he
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construction, operation, nmanagenent, care, regulation or
protection of its property or any toll highways, constructed
or reconstructed hereunder.

(a-5) To fix, assess, and collect <civil fines for a
vehicle's operation on a toll highway w thout the required
toll having been paid. The Authority may establish by rule a
system of «civil admnistrative adjudication to adjudicate
only alleged instances of a vehicle's operation on a tol
hi ghway wthout the required toll having been paid, as
detected by the Authority's video or_ photo surveillance

system |In those cases in which the operator of the vehicle

is not the registered vehicle owner, the establishnment of

ownership of the vehicle <creates a rebuttable presunption

that the vehicle was being operated by an agent of the

regi stered vehicle owner.

A duly authorized agent of the Authority may perform or

execute the preparation, certification, affirmation, or
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mailing of the notice. A notice of violation, sworn or

affirned to or certified by a duly authorized agent of the

Authority, or a facsinmile of the notice, based upon an

i nspecti on of photographs, nicrophotographs, videotape, or

ot her recor ded i mages produced by a video or photo

surveill ance system shall be adnmtted as prinma facie

evidence of the correctness of the facts contained in the

notice or facsimle. Only vcivil fines, along wth the

correspondi ng outstanding toll and costs, may be inposed by

adm ni strative adjudication. A fine nmay be inposed under
this paragraph only if a violation is established by a
preponderance of the evidence. Judicial review of all final
orders of the Authority wunder this paragraph shall be
conducted in accordance wth the Adm nistrative Review Law.

Any outstanding toll, fine, additional |ate payment fine,

ot her sanction, or costs inposed, or part of any fine, other

sanction, or costs inposed, remaining unpaid after the

exhausti on of, or the failure to exhaust, judicial review

procedures under the Illinois Admnistrative Review Law are a

debt due and owing the Authority and nay be <collected in

accordance with applicable law After expiration of the

period in which judicial revi ew under t he Illinois

Admi ni strative Review Law nmay be sought, a final order of the

Authority under this subsection (a-5), unless stayed by a

court of conpetent jurisdiction, may be enforced in the sane

manner as a judgnent entered by a court of conpetent

jurisdiction. Upon being recorded in the nmanner required by

Article XIl of the Code of Civil Procedure or by the Uniform

Conmer ci al Code, a lien shall be inposed on the real estate

or personal estate or both of the party adjudicated liable in

t he anpunt of any debt due and owing the Authority under this

Section. The lien nay be enforced in the sane nanner as a

judgnent lien pursuant to a judgnent of a court of conpetent

jurisdiction.
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A systemof civil admnistrative adjudication nmay also

provide for a programof vehicle immobilization, towi ng, or

i mpoundnent for the purpose of facilitating enforcenent of

any final orders of the Authority under this subsection (a-5)

after expiration of the period in which judicial revi ew under

the I1llinois Adninistrative Review Law may be sought. The

regi stered vehicle owner of a vehicle imobilized, towed, or

i npounded for nonpaynent of a final order of the Authority

under this subsection (a-5) shall have the right to request a

heari ng bef or e t he Aut hority's civil adm ni strati ve

adj udi catory system to challenge the wvalidity of t he

i mobi lization, t ow ng, or i npoundnent. This hearing,

however, shall not constitute a readjudication of the nerits

of previously adjudicated notices. Judicial review of al

final orders of the Authority under this subsection (a-5)

shal | be conducted in accordance wth the Adm nistrative

Revi ew Law.

(b) To prescribe rules and regulations applicable to
traffic on highways under the jurisdiction of the Authority,
concer ni ng:

(1) Types of vehicles permtted to use such
hi ghways or parts thereof, and classification of such
vehi cl es;

(2) Designation of the lanes of traffic to be wused
by the different types of vehicles permtted upon said
hi ghways;

(3) Stopping, standing, and parking of vehicles;

(4) Control of traffic by neans of police officers
or traffic control signals;

(5) Control or prohibition of processions, convoys,
and assenbl ages of vehicles and persons;

(6) Movenent of traffic in one direction only on
desi gnat ed portions of said highways;

(7) Control of the access, entrance, and exit of
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vehi cl es and persons to and from said hi ghways; and

(8) Preparation, |location and installation of al

traffic signs; and to prescribe further rules and
regul ati ons appl i cabl e to such traffic, concerning
matters not provided for either in t he f or egoi ng
enuneration or in the Illinois Vehicle Code. Notice of
such rul es and regul ati ons shall be posted conspicuously
and displayed at appropriate points and at reasonabl e
interval s al ong said highways, by clearly |egible markers
or signs, to provide notice of the existence of such
rules and regulations to persons traveling on said
hi ghways. At each toll station, the Authority shall make
avai l abl e, free of charge, panphlets containing all of
such rul es and regul ati ons.

(c) The Authority, in fixing the rate for tolls for the
privilege of using the said toll highways, is authorized and
directed, in fixing such rates, to base the sane upon annual
estimates to be nmade, recorded and filed with the Authority.
Said estimates shall include the follow ng: The estimted
total anmount of the use of the toll highways; the estimated
amount of the revenue to be derived therefrom which said
revenue, when added to all other receipts and inconme, wll be
sufficient to pay the expense of maintaining and operating
said toll highways, including the adm nistrative expenses of
the Authority, and to discharge all obligations of the
Aut hority as they becone due and payabl e.

(d) To accept from any nunicipality or political
subdi vi sion any | ands, easenents or rights in |and needed for
t he operation, construction, relocation or maintenance of any
toll highways, with or without paynment therefor, and in its
discretion to reinburse any such nunicipality or politica
subdi vision out of its funds for any cost or expense incurred
in the acquisition of land, easenents or rights in land, in

connection wth the construction and relocation of the said
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toll hi ghways, w dening, extending roads, streets or avenues
in connection therewith, or for the construction of any roads
or streets formng extension to and connections with or
bet ween any toll highways, or for the cost or expense of
wi deni ng, grading, surfacing or inproving any existing
streets or roads or the construction of any streets and roads
form ng extensions of or connections with any toll highways
constructed, relocated, operated, nmintained or regulated
hereunder by the Authority. \Wlere property owned by a
muni ci pality or political subdivision is necessary to the
construction of an approved toll highway, if the Authority
cannot reach an agreenent with such nunicipality or political
subdi vision and if the use to which the property is being put
in the hands of the municipality or political subdivision is
not essential to the existence or the adm nistration of such
muni ci pality or political subdivision, the Authority may
acquire the property by condemati on.

Sec. 11. The Authority shall have power:

(a) To enter wupon |ands, waters and prem ses in the
State for the purpose of making surveys, soundings, drillings
and exam nations as may be necessary, expedient or convenient
for the purposes of this Act, and such entry shall not be
deened to be a trespass, nor shall an entry for such purpose
be deenmed an entry under any condemati on proceedings which
may be then pending; provided, however, that the Authority
shal | make rei nbursement for any actual damage resulting to
such lands, waters and premses as the result of such
activities.

(b) To construct, maintain and operate stations for the
collection of tolls or <charges upon and along any tol

hi ghways.
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(c) To provide for the collection of tolls and charges
for the privilege of using the said toll highways. Before it
adopts an increase in the rates for toll, the Authority shal
hold a public hearing at which any person may appear, express
opi ni ons, suggestions, or objections, or direct inquiries
relating to the proposed increase. Any person may submt a
witten statenent to the Authority at the hearing, whether
appearing in person or not. The hearing shall be held in the
county in which the proposed increase of the rates is to take
pl ace. The Authority shall give notice of the hearing by
advertisement on 3 successive days at |east 15 days prior to
the date of the hearing in a daily newspaper of general
circulation within the county within which the hearing is
hel d. The notice shall state the date, tinme, and place of
the hearing, shall contain a description of the proposed
i ncrease, and shall specify how interested persons nmay obtain
copi es of any reports, resolutions, or certificates
describing the basis on whi ch t he pr oposed change,
al teration, or nodi fi cation was cal cul at ed. After
consideration of any statenents filed or oral opinions,
suggestions, objections, or inquiries nmade at the hearing,
the Authority may proceed to adopt the proposed increase of
t he rates for toll. No change or alteration in or
nodi fication of the rates for toll shall be effective unless
at least 30 days prior to the effective date of such rates
notice thereof shall be given to the public by publication in
a newspaper of general <circulation, and such notice, or
notices, thereof shall be posted and publicly displayed at
each and every toll station upon or along said toll highways.

(d) To construct, at the Authority's discretion, grade
separations at intersections with any railroads, waterways,
street railways, streets, thoroughfares, public roads or
hi ghways intersected by the said toll highways, and to change

and adjust the lines and grades thereof so as to accommodate
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the same to the design of such grade separation and to
construct i nt er change I nprovenents. The Aut hority 1is
aut hori zed to provide such grade separations or interchange
i nprovenents at its own cost or to enter into contracts or
agreenents with reference to division of cost therefor wth
any nmunicipality or political subdivision of the State of
I[llinois, or wwth the Federal Governnent, or any agency
thereof, or with any corporation, individual, firm person or
associ ation. Were such structures have been built by the
Aut hority and a | ocal highway agency did not enter into an
agreenent to the contrary, the Authority shall maintain the
entire structure, including the road surface, at t he
Aut hority's expense.

(e) To contract wth and grant concessions to or |ease
or license to any person, partnership, firm association or
corporation so desiring the wuse of any part of any toll
hi ghways, excluding the paved portion thereof, but including
the right of way adjoining, under, or over said paved portion
for the placing of telephone, telegraph, electric, power
lines and other utilities, and for the placing of pipe |lines,
and to enter into operating agreenents with or to contract
with and grant concessions to or to |ease to any person,
partnership, firm association or corporation so desiring the
use of any part of the toll highways, excluding the paved
portion thereof, but including the right of way adjoining, or
over said paved portion for notor fuel service stations and
facilities, garages, stores and restaurants, or for any other
| awful purpose, and to fix the terms, conditions, rents,
rates and charges for such use.

The Authority shall also have power to establish
reasonabl e regulations for the installation, construction,
mai nt enance, repair, renewal, relocation and renoval of
pi pes, mains, conduits, <cables, wres, towers, poles and

ot her equi pnent and appliances (herein call ed public
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utilities) of any public wutility as defined in the Public
Uilities Act along, over or under any toll road project.
Whenever the Authority shall determne that it is necessary
that any such public utility facilities which now are | ocated
in, on, along, over or wunder any project or projects be
relocated or renoved entirely from any such project or
projects, the public wutility owning or operating such
facilities shall relocate or renove the same in accordance
with the order of the Authority. Al costs and expenses of
such relocation or renoval, including the cost of installing
such facilities in a new |location or |ocations, and the cost
of any land or lands, or interest in |land, or any other
rights required to acconmplish such relocation or renova
shall be ascertained and paid by the Authority as a part of
the cost of any such project or projects, and further, there
shall be no rent, fee or other charge of any kind inposed
upon the public utility owning or operating any facilities
ordered rel ocated on the properties of the said Authority and
the said Authority shall grant to the said public utility
owni ng or operating said facilities and its successors and
assigns the right to operate the sane in the new | ocation or
| ocations for as long a period and upon the sane terns and
conditions as it had the right to maintain and operate such
facilities in their former |ocation or |ocations.

(f) To enter into a contract with a unit of |ocal

governnent or other public or private entity under which the

Aut hority aqgrees to collect by electronic neans tolls, fees,

or revenues on behalf of that entity.

(a) A director, enployee, or agent of the Authority may

not receive a financial benefit froma contract l|let by the
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Authority during his or her term of service wth the

Authority and for a period of one vyear following the

termnation of his or her termof service as a director of

the Authority or as an enpl oyee or agent of the Authority.

(b) A nenber of the immediate famly or household of a

director, enployee, or agent of the Authority nmay not receive

a financial benefit from a contract let by the Authority

during the immediate fanmily or household nenber's term of

service with the Authority and for a period of one vyear

followwng the ternmination of the imediate fam |y or

household nenber's term of service as a director of the

Authority or as an enployee or agent of the Authority.

(c) A director, enployee, or agent of the Authority nmay

not use mat eri al non-public information for personal

financial gain nor may he or she disclose that infornmation to

any other person for that person's personal fi nanci al gai n

when that informati on was obtained as a result of his or her

directorship, enploynent, or agency with the Authority.

(d) A nenber of the immediate famly or household of a

director, enployee, or agent of the Authority nmay not use

material non-public information for personal financial gain

nor may he or she disclose that infornation to any other

person for that person's personal financial gain when that

information was obtained as a result of his or her i medi ate

fam |y or household nenber's directorship, enploynent, or

agency with the Authority.

(e) For purposes of this Section, "imediate famly or

househol d nenber" nmeans the spouse, child, parent, brother,

sister, gr andpar ent , or grandchild, whether of the whole

bl ood or half blood or by adoption, or a person who shares a

commbn dwelling with a director of the Authority or with an

enpl oyee or agent of the Authority.

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Sec. 17. (a) The Authority may fromtine to tinme issue
bonds for any |lawful purpose including, without limtation,
the costs of issuance thereof and all such bonds or other
obligations of the Authority 1issued pursuant to this Act
shall be and are hereby declared to be negotiable for al
purposes notw thstanding their paynment froma limted source
and wi thout regard to any other |aw or | aws.

(b) The bonds of every issue shall be payable solely out
of revenues of the Authority, accunul ated reserves or sinking
funds, bond proceeds, proceeds of refunding bonds, or
i nvestnment earnings as the Authority shall specify in a bond
resol ution.

(c) The bonds may be issued as serial bonds or as term
bonds, or the Authority, in its discretion, may issue bonds
of both types. The bonds shall be authorized by a bond
resolution of the Authority, may be issued in one or nore
series and shall bear such date or dates, mature at such tine
or times not exceeding 25 years fromtheir respective date or
dates of issue, bear interest at such rate or rates, fixed or
vari able, without regard to any limt contained in any other
statute or law of the State of Illinois, be payable as to
principal and interest at such time or tinmes, be in such
denom nations, be in such form either coupon or fully
regi stered, carry such regi stration and conver si on
privileges, be payable in lawful noney of the United States
of Anmerica at such places, be subject to such terns of
redenption and may contain such other terns and provisions,
as such bond resolution or resolutions may provide. The
bonds shall be executed by the manual or facsimle signatures
of the Chairman and the Secretary. In case any of the
of fi cers whose signature appears on the bonds or coupons, if
any, shall cease to be an officer before the delivery of such
bonds, such signature shall nevertheless be valid and

sufficient for all purposes, as if he had remained in office
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until such delivery. The bonds shall be sold in such manner
as the Authority shall determne. The proceeds fromthe sale
of such bonds shall be paid to the Treasurer of the State of
Illinois as ex officio custodian. Pending preparation of the
definitive bonds, the Authority may issue interimreceipts or
certificates which shall be exchanged for such definitive
bonds.

(d) Any bond resolution, or trust indenture entered into
pursuant to a bond resolution, may contain provisions, which
shall be a part of the contract with the holders of the bonds
to be authorized, as to: (i) pledging or creating a |ien upon
all or part of the revenues of the Authority or any reserves,
si nki ng funds, bond proceeds or investnent earnings; (ii) the
setting aside of reserves or sinking funds, and t he
regul ation, investnent and disposition thereof; (iii) the use
and maintenance requirenents for the toll highways; (iv) the
pur poses to which or the investnents in which the proceeds of
sale of any series or issue of bonds then or thereafter to be
i ssued may be applied; (v) the issuance of additional bonds,
the terns wupon which additional bonds may be issued and
secured, the purposes for such additional bonds, and the
terms upon which additional bonds may rank on a parity wth,
or be subordinate or superior to other bonds; (vi) the
refundi ng of outstanding bonds; (vii) the procedure, if any,
by which the terns of any contract with bondholders nmay be
anended or abrogated, the anpunt of bonds the hol ders of
whi ch nmust consent thereto, and the manner in which such
consent may be given; (viii) defining the acts or om ssions
to act which shall constitute a default in the duties of the
Authority to holders of its obligations and providing the
rights and remedies of such holders in the event of a
default; (ix) any other matters relating to the bonds which
the Authority deens desirable.

bonds or be subject to any per sonal lTability or
accountability by reason of the issuance thereof.

(f) The Authority shall have power out of any funds
avai l abl e therefor to purchase its bonds. The Authority may
hol d, pledge, <cancel or resell such bonds subject to and in
accordance with agreenents w th bondhol ders.

(g) In the discretion of the Authority any bonds issued
under the provisions of this Act may be secured by a trust
i ndenture by and between the Authority and a trustee or
trustees, which may be any trust conpany or bank in the State
of Illinois having the powers of a trust conpany and
possessi ng capital and surplus of not |ess than $50, 000, 000.
The bond resolution or trust indenture providing for the
i ssuance of bonds so secured shall pledge such revenues of
the Authority, sinking funds, bond proceeds, or investnent
earnings as may be specified therein, my contain such
provisions for protecting and enforcing the rights and
remedi es of the bondhol ders as may be reasonabl e and proper
and not in violation of law, including particularly such
provi sions as have herei nabove been specifically authorized
to be included in any bond resolution or trust indenture of
the Authority, and may restrict the individual right of
action by bondholders. |In addition to the foregoing, any
bond resolution or trust indenture may contain such other

provisions as the Authority may deem reasonable and proper

for the security of the bondholders, including, but not
l[imted to, the purchase of bond i nsurance and t he
arrangenent of Jletters of credit, lines of credit or other

credit or liquidity enhancenent facilities; provided there
shall be no pledge of the toll highway or any part thereof.
Al'l expenses incurred in carrying out the provisions of any
bond resolution or trust indenture may be treated as a part

of the cost of the operation of the toll highways.
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(h) Bonds issued under the authority of this Act do not,
and shall state upon the face of each bond that they do not,
represent or constitute a debt of the Authority or of the
State of Illinois within the meaning of any constitutional or
statutory limtation or a pledge of the faith and credit of
the Authority or the State of |Illinois, or grant to the
owners or holders thereof any right to have the Authority or
the General Assenbly levy any taxes or appropriate any funds
for the paynment of the principal thereof or interest thereon.
Such bonds shall be payable and shall state that they are
payable solely fromthe revenues and the sources authorized
under this Act and pledged for their paynment 1in accordance
wi th the bond resolution or trust indenture.

Nothing in this Act shall be construed to authorize the
Aut hority or any departnent, board, comm ssion or other
agency to create an obligation of the State of Illinois
within the neaning of the Constitution or Statutes of
I11inois.

(1) Any resolution or trust indenture authorizing the
i ssuance of the bonds may include provision for the issuance
of additional bonds. All resolutions of the Authority to
carry such adopted bond resolutions into effect, to provide
for the sale and delivery of the bonds, for letting of
contracts for the construction of toll highways and the
acquisition of real and personal property deened by the
Aut hority necessary or convenient for the construction
t hereof, shall not require the approval of the Governor or of
any ot her departnent, division, conm ssion, bureau, board or
ot her agency of the State.

(j) Prior to expending or obligating any anpunts on

deposit in any fund or account established in any bond

resolution or trust indenture entered into pursuant to a bond

resolution, in excess of the amount required to be held by

the Authority in order to satisfy covenants established in
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any such bond resolution or trust indenture entered into

pursuant to a bond resolution, the Authority shall submt to

the GCeneral Assenbly the proposed expenditure or obligation.

If the General Assenbly fails to adopt a joint resolution

di sapproving of such expenditure or obligation within the

current legislative session, or, if the General Assenbly is

not in session at the tine of subm ssion, during the next

| egi sl ative session thereafter, the Authority may proceed to

expend or obligate such funds substantially in accordance

with such proposal.

Sec. 20.2. Conmprehensive Strategi ¢ Financial Pl an.

(a) The Authority nust submt to the GCeneral Assenbly,

not later than May 15, 2004, a 20-year conprehensive

strategic financial plan. The plan nust include detailed

information regarding the Authority's incone, expenditures,

debt, capital needs, and the cost of any planned toll hi ghway

extensions. The Authority nust provide detailed and specific

information regarding how it wll fund its debt, unfunded

capital needs, and the planned toll hi ghway extensions. This

informati on nust include the possibility of obtaining federal

funds, both Jloans and grants, under the Transportation

Infrastructure | nnovation Act or other federal prograns.

(b) Before submtting the plan under subsection (a), the

Aut hority nust hold at least 2 public hearings at which any

per son may appear, express opinions, suggestions, or

objections, or direct inquiries relating to the proposed

plan. The Authority nmay not hold nore than one hearing on the

same _day in connection with the proposed plan. The Authority

must schedule a mninumof 4 hours for each hearing. At |east

3 directors of the Authority nmust be present at each hearing,

and each director nust be present for the entire duration of
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t he hearing.

Sec. 27.1. Any person who shall wuse any spurious or
counterfeit tickets, coupons or tokens in paynent of any tol
required to be paid by the Authority under the provisions of
this Act, or who shall attenpt to use the highway w thout
paynment of the tolls prescribed by the Authority, shall be
deened quilty of a petty offense and shall be fined not |ess
t han $5 nor nore than $100 for each such offense.
